“Washington, Pebtuary 26.~Can-

One measure—the immigration re- 
striction bill—was ,»sent to the 
president and several others, includ- 
ing the emergency tariff, were put 
on the road to final passage. 

After a brief, but sharp fight, the 


bill limiting immigration for fifteen 
months after next April 1 to 3 per 
‘cent of the-nationals of a foreign 
country who-were in the United 
States at the time of the 1910 cen- 
sus. The measure would not affect 
Japan, China, Canada and Latin- 


Senate Approves. 

Immediately after the house acted 
the biH was sent to the senate, 
which approved the conference re- 
port in less than one .minute, and 
it then was prepared for transmis- 
sion tothe white house. While the 
house was spending two hours in 
debating the emergency tariff bill 
the senate passed the annual forti- 
fications measure, cafrying approx- 
imately $8,000,000, and sent. it to

Demenseless. Citizens. Shot 
by Military, States the 
Bulletin List. 


London, February 26.-—Circum- 
stances surrounding “the murder of 
defenseless Irigh citizens by the 
constabulary and military,” from 
January 1. to February 21, are con- 
tafned in a list printed by the Sinn 
| Fein Bulletin today. 

Eight of those killed, according 
to the list, were boys under 17, and 
five were men over 50. Twenty- 
elght cases are described as de- 
liberate assassinations, Details are 
given to show that most of the men 
were shot for attempting to evade 
arrest or refusing to halt, 

.With reference to two men who 
were killed on February 20, the pa- 
per says, they were savagely beaten 
at Dublin castle; taken to Clonturk 
Park, where tins were placed over 
their heads, and shot at close range.

FOR CABNET BANNED

Washington, February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.—There will be no secretary of 
education and welfare in the Har- 
ding cabinet, certainly not at any 
near date. Republican leaders in 
both house and senate have defi- 
nitely passed the matter up for this 
session and they say that the extra 
session to convene in April will be 
too busily occupled with the para- 
mount questions of tariff and tax 
revision to take up this question 


that has been so forcefully advocat- 
ed by the women. of the country. 
During the campaign the repub- 
lican committee let it be under- 
stood that the majority control in 
congress would establish this new 
department in the government cir- 
cle, and on that basis appealed suc- 
cessfully for the votes of hundreds 
of thousands of women. Since the 
election, however, ardor for the new 
cabinet position for a woman has 
Subsided, so far as leaders are 
concerned, along with the necessity 
for the.issue as a campaign scheme. 
This proposed new cabinet posi- 
tion, which has been indefinitely da- 
ferred, is that for which the friends 
of Mrs. Helen D. Longstreet, widow 
of the late confederate general, have 
been active in’ her interest. Mrs. 
Longstreet, who was before her 
marriage state librarian for Geor- 
gia, and during the early days of 
her widowhood, postmistress at 


Harding campaign, having been one 
of the organizers of Harding-Cool- 
idge Junior clubs throughout the 
country. She campaigned for the 
president-elect in several southérn 
states, giving up her position in the 
war risk insurance bureau for that 
purposes. She is mow actively en- 
gaged in her own campaign for this 
Proposed new position in the cabi- 
net, and should the portfolio be 
created, thousands of her friends, 
especially in the south, will urgent- 
ly advance her daualifications for 
that position.

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_ Law Explained in Detail 
by Stanley—Practically 


All Employers and Em- 
ployees Involved. 


‘The workmen’s*compeneation act 

iil become effective Tuesday, ac- 
cérding to a statement from Hal M. 
Stanley, chairman of the Georgia 
industria] commission, which will 
administer the new legislation. The 
act will affect nearly every employ- 


©r and employee in the state, and 
is expected to make a great reduc- 
tfon in industrial accidents. Simi- 
lar acts have been in force in other 
states for several years. 

Mr, Stanley’s statement regarding 
the act follows: 

“The Georgia workmen's compen- 


sation act, which is designed to pre- 
vent industrial accidents and whieh 
prescribeg a specific and exclusive 
means by which accidents can be 
compensated except in certain in- 
stances, will go into effect Tuesday, 
The act affects every employer in 
the state, except common carriers, 
using steam as a motive power, mar- 
itime employees, domestic servants, 
farm laborers, or employers having 
less than’ ten employees. Munici- 
palities and counties are under the 
act regardless of the number of em- 
ployees. The right to repect the 
act is given both employers and em- 
Ployees, but employers who reject 
the act cannot, in the event of a 
suit at common law, plead the usual 
Neither a 
municipality nor a county nor the 
employees. of municipalities and 
counties can reject the act. In 
tat regurd they are different from 
other employers. 

“Every employer coming under 
the act must satisfy the commission 
of his ability to pay compensation 
when due or must insure his liabil- 
ity. with rier doing that class 
of businegs, ractically all of the 
employers @re insuring against this 
liability, less than two dozen hav- 
ing made application for the right 
to become self-insurers, which 
means to pay the compensation di- 
rect. Comparatively few property 
owners. aré willing to take the 
chance of a fire hazard, and, there- 
fore, carry fire ‘insurance. For 
that self-same reason, a very large 
majority of employers are carry- 
They 
realize that a fire may.méever come, 
but that soenmer or later there may 
be a compensation claim to be paid, 

Accidents Numerous. 

“Eve year thera are a great 
many more accidents than the aver- 
° person: realizes. In the city 
of Atlanta alone, during the year 
1920, there were a number of deaths 
from industrial accidents. It is 
estimated that during a period of 
twelve months, there will be” in 
Georgia 20,000 accidents. Not all 
of these accidents will be compen- 
sable, because many of them will 
be more or less trivial in their na- 
ture, but practically all of them will 
require medical attention. It has 
been the history of other states that, 
after the first year or two under 
compensation, the number of acci- 


dents was very materially reduced, 
because of the’ fact that careful 
statistics are kept by the industrial 
commission and soon it can be s2en

Constitationality of Act. 

With respect to a law so new to | 
Georgia, while more or less old in, 
principle with all of the states in 
the union except five, there has | 
been naturally some speculation as 
to its constitutionality. The = su- 
promt courts of the various states 

ave uniformly held that compensa- 
tion laws are constitutional and 
the gupreme court of the United 
States in every decision has af- 
firmed the decision of the various 
state courts. There is, therefofe, 
absolutely no possible doubt of the 
fact that the principle of the work- 
nade compensation act is constitu- 
tional. 

Likewise, therd has been some dif- 
ference of opinion as to the consti- 
tutionality of the act with raspect 
to counties and municipalities. 
There have been fewer decisions 
with reference to counties and mu- 
nicipalities than relating to the 
law generally, for the reason that 
counties an municipalities have 
contested the law. In the case 
of Lewis and Clark, which went up 
from the state of Montana, the su- 
preme court of that state held that 
it was entirely constitutional for 
the general assembly to include 
counties as employers under the act. 
The supreme court of Illinois held 
that it was entirely constitutional 
in that state for townships to be 


placed under the act of. employers. 
The supreme court of Montana held 
against the city of Butte, when that 
city denied responsibility under the 
compensationn act, holding that the 
general assembly had the right to 
include municipalities as employers, 
even though the right to reject the 
act was not given to said munici- 
palities. Likewise, the suprame/ 
court of Michigan held similarly 
against the city of Detroit. 
Appeal to Supreme Court. 

“An appeal was taken to the su- 

preme court of the United States, 


which refueed to entertain the 
appeal on the grounds that no pro- 
visions of the federal constitution 
was involved. The workmen’s com- 
pensation act of Georgia, in placing 
municipalities and counties under 
the provisions of the act, used al- 
most identical language with the 
acts of Michigan and Montana. 
There have been, as far as can be 
determined, no decision in any of 
the states denying the right of the 
general assembly to place munici- 
palities and counties under the com- 
pensation act; therefore, it would 
seem reasonable to conclude that 
the provision of the Georgia law 
relative thereto is constitutional.

CONGRESS 10 PASS 
ALL URGENT BILLS 


Day and Night Drive on 
Legislative Jam Planned 
in Closing Week of the 
Session. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 
Washington, February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The beginning of inaugura- 
tion week will find both branches 
of congress in practically a con- 
tinuous day-and-night drive to 


complete essential appropriation 
legislation, measures for farm re- 
lief, vocational-educational relief, 
and such other matters as have 
been specifically asked for by the 
president-elect. Indications are 


that, despite the jam in the senate 
today, there will be no attempt at 
a final deadlock, as in 1918, and 
that the legislative decks will be 
practically cleared of all matters 
urgently pressed for this session. 
The senate acts rapidly in its 
final hours, and this year will not 
be an exception. Several important 
measures have gone back to second 
conferences, including the Muscle 
Shoals item of $10.000,000 for the 
completion of the Wilson dam. Al- 
though this item was defeated in 
the house yesterday, and it was not 
believed that time would permit 
further senate action on account of 
thé swift legislative current at this 
hour, the senate today placed the 
Muscle Shoals item back in the 
civil sundry bill, and sent the whole 
thing back to a second cecnferenca. 
This illustrates tne temper the 
senate is in in sustaining its in- 
ereased appropriations, which are 
today running a cross current to 
the “economy” tide in the house. 


Washington Is Quiet. 


The inauguration week opens 
also with the city of Washington 
presenting “the strangest appear- 
ance it ever has on the eve of a 
occasion. There are no 
piles of lumber in the streets, the 
sound of the carpenter’s saw and 
hammer is not heard. There are 
no structures. rising for reviewing 
stands and courts of honor. Wash- 
ington looks as it. always looks, 
with no bustle of preparation for 
an event of moment. Only at the 
capitol is there the least token of 
the céremony that is to take place 
next Friday. There on the east 
steps rises a small stand within 
which the president will take the 
oath of office. It is the simplest 
arrangement for many decades. 

It would be idle to say that 

ashington rejoices in this de- 
parture from the customary treat- 
ment of inauguration day. On the 
contrary, it regrets the passing of 
a function that has meant so much 
to the people of the country, and 
has drawn so large a number of 
them here to gain patriotic inspi- 
ration from direct contact with the 
administrative organism of govern- 
ment. 

Decision Appreciated. 

Yet the decision to simplify the 
inauguration to the lowest possi- 
ble terms has been accepted and 
respected, and the people of Wash- 
ington have conformed to it cheer- 
flly and with appreciation of the 
motive. There are thousands of 
visitors, to be sure, most of whom 
will be office seekers directly or 
indirectly, but there is not the 
slightest incident occurring in 
Washington today to indicate that 
in less than a week a new presi- 
dent of the United States will have 
taken his place in the white house.

ucation Urges Quick 
Passage of New Measure 
for Disabled Men. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 

Washington, February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The house committee on 
education today reported out fa- 
vorably and had placed on the ynion 
calendar fer passage at this ses- 
sion the most important legislation 
for increased and enlarged voca- 


tional rehabilitation and return to 
civil employment of disabled men 
ischarged from the army and navy 
that has been enacted since the 
armistice. In brief, it so amends 
the original act as to remove the 
distinction between so-called class- 
es and provides that all service 
men showing a degree of disability 
of as low as ten per cent or more 
Shall be granted trainin with 
compensation, if so desired, pro- 
vided the applications are made 
within the prescribed time. 


Provisions of Bill. 
The bill provides as follows: 


That every person enlisted, en- 

rolled, drafted in, inducted or ap- 
pointed in the military or navah 
forces of the United States (in- 
cluding members of training camps 
authorized by law), or in the mili- 
tary or naval forces of any ally 
of the United States in the late 
war, if a citizen of the United 
States immediately prior thereto 
and having resumed such citizen- 
Ship if lost by.reason of any oath 
or obligation taken for the pur- 
poses of entering such allied serv- 
ice, who, since April 7, 1917,’ has 
resigned or has been discharged or 
furloughed therefrom under honor- 
able conditions, having a disability, 
in the judgment of the board, con- 
stituting a vocational handicap, or 
of a degree of ten per centum or 
more, incurred, increased or ag- 
gravated while a member of such 
forces, or later developing such a 
disability traceable, in the opinion 
of the board, to service with such 
forces, shall be furnished by the 
said board, where feasible, such 
course of vocational rehabilitation 
or vocational and general education 
as the board shal Prescribe and 
provide; provided, however, that no 
widow shall be entitled to the ben- 
efits of this section in the event 
of her failure to commence a 
course as herein provided prior to 
January 1, 1925, or in the event of 
her remarriage; and provided, fur- 
ther, that no course of vocational 
or general education shall be fur- 
nished hereunder to any child un- 
der fourteen or over eighteen years 
of age, 
“The board shall have the pow- 
er, and it shall be its duty to fur- 
nish the persons included in this 
section suitable courses of vocation- 
al rehabilitation or vocational and 
general education, to be prescribed 
and provided by it, together with 
such medical service and treatment 
during the period of training ag in 
the judgment of the board shall be 
necessary; and every person elect- 
ing to follow a courge shall, while 
following the same, be paid month- 
ly by the said board from the ap- 
prdépriations made by the congress 
for carrying out the provisions of 
the vocational rehabilitation act, 
such sum as in the judgment of the 
said board is necessary for his main- 
tenance and support and for the 
maintenance and support of per- 
s0ns dependent upon him, if any; 
provided, however, that in no event 
shall the sum 80 paid such person 
while pursuing a course be worth 
more than $100 per month, for a sin- 
gle person without dependents, or 
for a man with dependents $120 
per month plus the seyeral sums 
prescribed as family ailMMwancés. un- 
der section 204 of article 2 of the 
war risk insurance act.” 

Upon this bill Vice Chairman 
James P. Munrog, of the federal 
board for vocational training, says: 


Munroe’s Comment. 


“In the existing law, under sec- 
tion 2, the disabled soldier re- 
ceives not only his training, but his 
maintenance while under training. 
His war-risk money ceases during 
the time he is under training. Un- 
der section 3 the soldier gets only 
his tuition and supplies. . 

“Now, that has been the chief 
cause of the difficulties and the 
criticism of the board the most 
impossibie situation which are 
placed in the matter of distinguish- 
ing whether a man is entitled to 
section itwo or section three train- 
ing, ana. after our experience with 
it, we are convinced that @ man 
who has been awarded compensation 
or who is in the eyes of the physi- 
cian 10 per cent. disabled, should 
have training as a matter of jus- 
tice as well as the man who hap- 
pens to be a little over the line 
and perhaps 12 or 13 per cent disa- 
bled and does come under the law. 
The amendment just. reported out 
remedies that defect.” , 

Chairman Fess, of the educational 
committee, who:is also a member of 
the committee on rules, has been 
promised the passage of, this meas- 
ure at this session in both the 
house and senate, and the senate 
will provide the funds’ necessary 
for its enforcement, eStimated at 
$55,000,000 by attaching an item 
to that effect to one of the supply 
bills pending. In that event, despite 
the wave of “economy” in the house 
in overriding increased appropria- 
tions made by the senate, this par- 
ticular item will pass. 

, Another Measure. 


Another important measure re- 
ported out favorably by the house 
committee on education was a bill 
amending the vocational rehabilita- 
tion act to exempt from all taxa- 
tion amounts heretofore or here- 
after received as training pay and 
allowances to service men are n- 
eficiaries of oe! — a will also 

e passed at this session. 
‘ These two pieces of le islation 
have been vigorously fought for by 
the American legion. Judge 
Charles H. Brand, Georgia member 
of the committee on education, has 
been active in the committee hear- 
ings and in the securing of favora- 
ble reports on the same.

ARMY MONEY BILL 
VOTED BY SENATE 


The Measure Provides for 

Strength of 175,000 In- 
stead of 150,000 Voted 
by House. 


Washington, February 26.—The 
army appropriation bill carrying 


$362,000,000 and providing for an 
army of an average strength of 
175,000 men instead of 150,000 voted 
by the house for the next fiscal 
year, was passed tonight by the 
senate and sent to conference. 

The big army budget went through 
in record time of less than three 
hours, opposition to the army in- 
crease provisions and the total in- 
crease of $31,000,000 made over the 
house bill failing to materialize. 

Immediately after passage of the 
army bill, Senator Poindexter, re- 
publican, Washington, moved to 
take up the navy appropriation bill, 
the last of the appropriation meas- 
ures before the senate, but with- 
drew his motion when it. was an- 
nounced that an agréement had 
been made with leaders by Sena- 
tor Borah, republican, Idaho, that 
the paves bill should wait until next 
week. . 


Officers Promoted 


In passing the army measure the 
senate added an’ amendment, re- 
quested by General Pershing, pro- 
viding for promotion to the grade 
of lieutenant-general of Major Gen- 
erals Hunter Liggett, and Robert 
L. Bullard, who commanded ee 
armies overseas. Chairman Wads- 
‘worth, of the military committee, 
offered the amendment,, statin 
that the war record of the two of- 
ficers justified this recognition. 

Th senate provisions increasing 
the size -of the regular army to 
175,000 went through with a rush 
after the senate had adopted an 
amendment by Senator Borah limi- 
ting army expenditutes to the total 
carried in the senate bill and oper- 
ating to bar any deficiency appro- 
priations later. 

. Present Sise of Army. 


Senator Wadsworth said he felt 
sure the incoming administration 


}would keep the army within the 


175,000 limit set by congress. He 
explained that the army on July *1 
would aggregate about 207,000 men 
and that with prospective reduc- 
tions it would number by January 
21, next, 162,000 men. 

Among the senate military com- 
mittee increases in appropriations 
adopted was an increase from $19,- 
200,000 to $23,000,000 for the army 
air service. The senate also adopt- 
ed the proposed increase from $1.- 
000,000 to $2,000,000. for Vocational 
education in the regular army, and 
another amendment increasing 


from $350,000 to $500,000 the appro- 


priation for Alaskan roads.

B. Lane—Formal Open- 
ing March 12. 


Savannah, Ga., February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The first automobile that 
a crosse 
river on a bridge under its own 
power, rolled into Savannah this aft- 
ernoon from Baxley, in Appling coun- 
ty, crossing the Altamaha over the 
new Lane’s bridge at Sisters Bluff, 
Tattnall and Appling county line.

The bridge itself is of steel on 
concrete abutments. The center 
draw span is 224 feet long; on the 
Appling side is a 15-foot steel span 
to the hill side; on the Tattnall side 
are three 15-feet steel spans to a 
long wooden trestle way, perfectly 
straight, 20 feet wide in the clear, 
admitting of the easy passing of 
two big cars. This wooden bridge, 
the lumber for which was cut near 
the spot from native growth of tim- 
ber, is 4,303 feet long, more than 
four-fifths of a mile; from the end 
of the wooden trestle is a stretch 
of clay and. sand embankment 1,547 
feet. From the beginning of this 
embanknfent in Taté¢nall to the firm 
roadway in Appling across the 
bridge is more than 6,000 feet. The 
steel structural work is all in place 
and the draw span was turned into 
place yesterday to admit the pas- 
sage of the first car over the river; 
temporary flooring is being placed 
on the steel portion of the bridge; 
the embankment approach is being 
put into condition with clay treat- 
ment and in spite of the high wa- 
ter of the past few days, it is be- 
lieved that cars can pass over in 
entire safety by March 4, when the 
opening of the bridge is to take 
place. Too, the work is being push- 
ed on the short stretches of road 
on both sides the river to put them 
into temporary shape for travel, 
Later these stretches of short dis- 
tances to reach good roads oe 
in use will be made permanent an 
smooth.

With Gans, Declares Edgren 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 

Many new-timers and some old- 
timers have asked me whether or 
not I; would consider Benny Leon- 
ard in Joe Gans’ class as a light- 
weight champion. 

Right there is room for endless 

argument. Except in those athletic 
events where distances and time 
show exactly what performances 
are it’s almost impossible to com- 
pare present champions with former 
titleholders. 
- Vl say that Leonard has shown 
himself easily master of al) rivals 
in his class today and a great 
lightweight. In many points he its 
very much like Gans, who is con- 
ceded the master boxer of all the 
BTeat old-time lightweights. 

Joe Gang started as a knockout 
‘artist when he was a small boy 
working in the fish market at Bal- 
timore. He won his first eight 
fights with knockouts. He had been 
fighting over two years when he 
nad his first reverse, being beaten 
by Dal Hawkins—decision in fif- 
teen rounds. His winning streak 
started again immediately and 
went along smoothly until he was 
knocked out by George McFadden 
in 1899. Soon after that he lost to 
Frank Erne in twelve rounds, the 
fight being stopped because Gans 
had a badly cut eye and couldn't 
see. 

Terry McGovern knocked Gans 
eut in two rounds, and years later 
he lost a fifteen-round decision to 
Sam Langford—then a lightweight. 
He won fights again until 1908, 
when Battling Nelson fought him 
twice, knucking him out in seven- 
teen and iwenty-one rounds. At 
that time Gans was in the decline 
that ended in his death from tuber- 
culosis a year or so later. Of course 
Gans fough hundreds of ring en- 
gagements—but Leonard isn’t at 
the end of his fighting career and 
may have as long a record if he 
doesn’t retire, 

Benny Leonard has been knocked 
out, too. Benny began boxing at 
Billy Gibson's old Fairmont A. C. 
in the Bronx, New York, when he 
was only 16 and showed such speed 
that Gibson became his manager 
and matched him up to the cham- 
pionship in five years. 

Strong on K. O's. 

In his first vo-r of ring work 
Benny won fF t of fights with 
knockouts. He was knocRed out 
himself by Joe Shugrue in four 
rounds, Shugrue was a et! fast 
and clever lightweight. In his sec- 
ond year Benny won only three 
fights with knockouts, fought many 
with no decision and was knocked 
out by Frankie Fleming, a {first- 
class little Canadian. Two years 
jater Benny stopped being a “feath- 
er duster hoxer” and began study- 
ing the science of winning with a 
clean K. O. and among the good 
ones he knocked out were Joe Man- 
dot, of New Orleans, and Ever 
Hammer. 

In 1917 Leonard started a whirl- 
wind knockout campaign that won 
him the lightweight championship, 


| 


which he still holds. Within ten 
weeks Leonard knocked out Packey 
Hommey (nine rounds), Ritchie 
Mitchell (seven rounds), Charlie 
Thomas (six rounds), Eddie Shan- 
non (six rounds) and Lightweight 


Champion Freddy Welsh (nine 
rounds). : 

About this time people began to 
talk about Benny Leonard ag “an- 
other Joe Gans.” With the confi- 
dence of a real champion he went 
right along knocking out oppo- 
nents and not picking “soft ones.’ 
He knocked out Johnny Nelson and 
Featherweight Champion Johnny 
Kilbane, Young Record Phil Blocm, 
Eddie Dorsey and Vic Moran. ? 

About this time Leo Johnson, a 
splendidly built colored boy and a 
clever boxes, was called black light- 
weight champion and many thought 
he could beat Leonard. Benny an- 
nounced that unless he could whip 
all opponents regardless of color 
he didn't care to call himself cham- 


pion, 

He fought Leo in New York less 
than four months after beating 
Welsh. As the two faced each 
other I'll admit that I, for one, 
wondered if Benny was up against 
it. The colored boy was better 
built for ftighting—an almost per- 
fect double for Gans himself, easy 
and smoothin action, wide-shoul- 
dered, strong, quick and with the 
easy, gliding grace of a burn 
boxer. He had the catlike action 
so often seen in black fighters, who | 
seem bred for the sport. Benny 
looked a little clumsy gn compari- 
s0n as they sparred for the first 
opening. 

Benny’s Piastered Hair. 


Benny Leonard always has his 
hair smoothly brushed, and at that 
time Gibson boasted that no boxer 
had ever ben able to ‘‘muss” Ben- 
ny’s hair in the ring—not even the 
clever Welsh. So the crowd gasp- 
ed when Leo calmly reached out in 
the first mixup and deliberately 
roughed Benny’s down-plastered 
locks with his open hand, grinning 
as fe did so. It was evidently 
meant to get Benny’s goat. 

It was Leo’s fatal mistake. With 
a sudden flare of fury Benny leap- 
ed at Leo like a wildcat. He swarm- 
ed all over the black champion, 
beating down his guard and: ham- 
mering him back to the ropes. 
Crushing blows landed faster than 
the eye coud! follow the flying 
Shag and within a minute, in that 
irst round, Johnson was helpless, 
was beaten down, was counted out. 
He never had a chance to start a 
blow after he rumpled Benny’s 
hair and grinned at him. 

Leonard boxed many bouts for 
various war funds during the war 
and a few for himself. On the night 
he knocked out Welsh he an- 
nounced that he intended to volun- 
teer for sete 4 service the following 
week,.| This he would have done if 
he hadn’t been instructed a day or 
two later hy the war department 
to report for assignment as box- 
ing instructor at one of the army 
camps. He was sent to Camp Up- 
ton, where he did splendid work 
and tau boxing methods to thou- 
sands of soldiers and officers un- 
til the war was over. 

While Leonard has fought sev- 
eral ood fights since the war, 
knocking out among others of note 
our old friend Willie Ritchie, 
former champion and boxing in-

Gans, ‘Leonard is a student 
of boxing. Gans learned much of his 

reat skill by following Robert 

itzsimmons around the country 
and: watching all of his exhibitions. 
Gans always said Fitzsimmons was 
tne greatest of all: boxers in his 
time. 

Leonard has studied anatomy to 
learn the effect of blows, and has 
picked up and tried all the best 
combinations used by other boxers. 
He practices the delivery of a blow 
thousande of times, until he per- 
fects it in every detail. 

Gans could hit equally hard with 
either hand. So can.Leonard. But 
Benny has even a better left than 
Gans had. He either lands the 
knockout or starts his man going 
with left hand body punches.

A tremendous enlargement of the 
so-called southern territory was a 
striking feature. of the forming of 
the conference. Heretofore the 
south, collegiately speaking, has 
been the cotton states, but the ter- 
ritory of the new conference ex- 
tends from Manyland, into the Old 
Dominion, over to Kentucky and to 
the west as far as Louisiana. 

Of the cotton states colleges of 
major Importance, only Vanderbilt 
and Louisiana State University are 
missing from the list. A resolution 
was adopted by the conferees to 
sixteen colleges. This leaves one 
place vacant and it is thought ex- 
tremely likely that this will e 
filled: by Louisiana as Vanderbilt; 
on aceount of its ancient relations 
with Sewanee, a small institution, 
's holding aloof from joining in’ 
with the big boys. 


Big Colleges in Conference 

The following colleges now com- 
pose the new organization: Uni- 
versity of Maryland, University of 
Virginia, University of Morth Caro- 
lina, North Carolina State College, 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
Washington. and Lee _ university, 
Clemson college, Georgia School of 
Technology, University of Georgia, 
University of Alabama, Alabama 
Polytechnic institute, Mississippi A.

Memorial Planned for Gammon 


WARWICK 


to be Honored 


Somewhere on the campus of the 
University of Georgia, within. the 
next few months, there will be un- 
veiled a memorial to Richard von 
Gammon, one who took his place 
among the revered souls—saints, 
we can almost say—of the Institu- 
tion when he gave his life to his 
school—was killed in a _ football 
game with Virginia, ancient and 
honorable rivals of the Red and 
Black, November 1, 191%. 

The date takes care of the an- 
clent end of the rivalry, the hon- 
orable part was again evinced Fri- 
day afternon when Dr. W. A. Lam- 
beth, representing the University of 
Virginia, made sportsmanship his- 
tory among southern institutions by 
annduncing his authority to pledge 
$500 from his school to start a 
memorial for Von Gammon. This 
was the inception of the movement; 
Prof, S. V. Sanford, of Georgia, an- 
nounced immediately that Georgia 
accepted the .offer—and the me- 
morial will be erected. 

The story of Richard von Gam- 
mon’s death is the most colorful 
that adorns pages of southern sport 
history. It racked the south and 
stirred the nation at the time and 
almost caused the death of football 
as a sport; but the excellent ex- 
ample of loyalty it presented over- 
rode the criticism which even went 
so far as legislation against 
game,

Historie Contest. 


Perusal of the ojd newspaper 
files, which tell of the incident, 
gives a thrill in itself. The game, 
a historic contest, wheréin Virginia 
finally triumphed over the Geor- 
gians by a seore of-14 to 4, was 
Played in old Brisbine park. Gam- 
man, a lad of 18 years, had been a 
star of the old school, in the days 
when even the oldest and most crab- 
id critic will admit that football 
was a game for men, for red-blood- 
ed men.

W. J. Shaw, cashier of the Atlanta 
State Savings bank, initiated the 
movement for that bank, visiting 
one of the Atlanta colored schools, 
where he obtained 73 mew accounts 
for the Christmas savings group 
in a single morning. 

The principal of this school, in 
order to prevent the children’s [n- 
terest from lagging during the sum- 
mer vacation months, has offered as 
an additional incentive to those 
students who first complete their 
pawments. 

“The idea is one well worthy of 
emulation considering the excellent 
result that were obtained with one 
visit to a school by Mr. Shaw.”

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FOR LYNCHING MOB 


Sheriff Is Exonerated of 
Blame for Losing Pris- 
oner — Strengthening of 
Jail Recommended. 


Athens, Ga., February 26.—(£pe- 
cial.)—That “the forcing of the jail 
was done by unknown parties who 
were not members of the idly curi- 
ous ‘crowd who i surrounded the 
courthouse,” but was done by a 
crowd of men who came to the 
courthouse in automobiles about 8 
o’cloztk” and that the sheriff acted 
in good faith and was warranted 
in his feeling the prisoner’s securi- 
ty, up to that time, was assured, 
was the finding of the grand jury 
‘peconvened here Friday by Judge 
Blanton Fortson, of the western cir- 
cuit superior courts, after two days 
of searching investigation into the 
attack upon the Clarke county jail 
and the-.taking therefrom of a ne- 
gro, an Oconee county prisoner, on 
February 16, who was taken to 
Ocohee county and lynched on the 
same night. . 

The feport said “your grand jury 
was charged with the investigation 
of the deplorable incident of Feb- 
ruary 16, when the jail of this 
county ‘was broken into, and ‘an 
Oconee county prisoner, who had 
been placed in the Clarke county 
jail for safekeeping, was forcibly 
taken from the custody of this 
county and subsequently carried to 
Oconee ‘county and there lynched. 
We were directed to inquire first 
into the identity of the mob guilty 
of this crime against law and or- 
der, and second, into the conduct 
of the sheriff of this county during 
this entire affair. 

“After an investigation covering 
two days. we report as follows: 

“We have examined numerous 
witnessés, and have run dawn every 
rumor that came to our attention in 
an effort to fix the responsibility 
for this’breaking into the jail, but 
we have been unable to uncover 
any evidence which would warrant 
us in findjng true bills against any 
party connetted with this matter. 

Parties Are U"known, 

“We believe that the forejng of 
the Sail was done by unknown Par- 
ties who were not members of the 
idjyazcurious crowd who surrounded 
the courthouse, but that the actual 
breaking into the jail was done by 
a crowd of men who, about 8 o’clack 
in -the evening came to the court- 
houg2: in automobiles,. and made 
their way through a mass of people 
aroun: the courthouse, who, ap- 
parently. were innocent spectators. 

“Upon arriving at the courthouse 
this body of men proceeded to at- 
tack the jail at two separate points, 
in the one case by means of acety- 
lene torches and in the other by 
chisels and sledge-hammers. 

“The sheriff of the county. had 
taken the precaution of sending the 
keys to the jail away by one of 
the bailiffs, and, as the other bai- 
iff was sick at the time, the sher- 
iff was in the court house without 
the assistance of any other county 
officer. 

“When the actual attack on the 
jail began the sheriff was defend- 
ing that poipt threatened by acet- 
ylene torches and did take from 
the mob this torch and stop en- 
trance at this point of attack, while 
he wads at this point of attack, en- 
trance was forced at another point 
by means of chisels and sledge ham- 

rs. 

We feel that the sheriff was 
warranted in feeling up to about 8 
o'clock. that there was no probabil- 
ity of an attack being) made upon 
the jail and that the orderly con- 
duct\ of the crowd of curious par- 


tles did t constitute a notice of 
danger. e also tee] that the gen- 
eral impression as to the strength 
of the jail was ground for his fee!- 
ing of security. 

Sheriff Net te Blame. 


“After hearing all the testimony 
brought out in this investigation, 
we find that Sheriff Walter E. 
Jackson has acted in entire good 
faith, We feel that he may have 
made errors of judgment, but we 
feel that others who observe the 
general situation’ on the night of 
February 16, made ‘the same errors 
in judgment. The sheriff is known 
to be fearless and self-possesse 
and we believe that he had a full 
appreciation of his duty and that 
he had a desire to discharge this 
duty to the best of his ability. 

“It is needless for this grand jury 
to say that it is unanimous in con- 
dem g the action of the mob in 
violating the sanctity of the laws 
of this state and we recommend 
that in the event of any subsequent 
gathering of any crowds around 
the court house where the safety 
of «nv pri oner Is threatened, that 
the officer in charge of the county 
jail swear in whatever number of 
citizens or summons such military 
forces aS may be. necessary to de- 
fend the jail, and that the jail and 
court thouse be equipped for such 
an emergency regardless of cost. 

“We wish to express our thanks 
to Sulicitor W. O. Dean, who dili- 
gently and painstakingly examined 
all witnesses, and who tracéad up 
every clue to a final conclusion, 
thereby rendering a valuable se! 
vice to this body. 


FXING OF CAR FARE 
BY STATE PROTESTED 


Thirty-Five Mayors Write 
Disapproval of-Plan From 
Twenty States. 


New York, February 26.—Disap- 
proval of fixing of street car fares 
by state authority was contained in 
letters from the mayors of thirty- 
five large’ cities in twenty states 
where that rule obtains, made pub- 
lic here today by F. H. La Guardia, 
president of the board of aldermen.

ublie utilities. 

: Mr. La Guardia explained that the 
letters were from mayors of cities 
in the states whose governors had 
written to@Governor Miller favor- 
ing the state-controlled traction 
system. 

From every ‘state except Massa- 
chusetts, the mpnicipal executives 
queted disapproval.of the state fure. 
fixing, the letters showed, 

“And in Massachusetts,” said Mr. 
La Guardia’s letter, “the case is dif- 
ferent. Most of the traction com- 
panies in that state.are inter-city 
companies, so that purely municipal 
control of fares would be implac- 
ticable. They frankly state’ that 
conditions there are not compar- 
able to those in New York city.

Harry ad- 
ward Gaudry, Comer J. Hugnes and 
JOhn A. tiutton, Jr. At tne bottom 
of the tabiet is “Erected by the 
Savannah Chapter, United Daugn- 
ters of the Confederacy, To its 
Kinsmen Who served in the World 
War, 1917-1918." The tablet was 
covered witn a Onited States flag 
and a Confederate flag, and aliter 
the unveiling they hung at each 
side. At the bottom was banked 
Terns and white and red geraniums, 
and at the top was a laurel wreath 
tied with the Conrederate colors. 

The exercises were conducted by 
Mrs. A. B. Hull, the pres.dent of 
the chapter, who explained the pur- 
pose of the tablet and stated J. 
ferris Cann had at the last mo- 
ment consented to make the _  ad- 
dress in place of Judge Samuel! B. 
Adams, who would not be able to 
be present on account of a death 
in the family. 

The invocation was given by Dr. 
George Solomon, rabbi of Temple 
Mickve Israel. and the benediction 
Was pronounced by the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Keiley. ‘ 

Mr. Cann in his address paid a 
tribute to the women, who, he said, 
are the ones who carry onward the 
sentiment and honor due those who 
serve their country. He recalled 
the glory of the Confederacy and 
said“while all present honored those 
who served in the world war and 
recognized the greatness of the 
gmenerals in that war, that above 
them all, like a shining figure ona 
monument, stood Gen. Robert E. 
Lee, the leader of the Confederate 
soldiers. He paid a tribute to the 
Confederate veterans who were 
Present as well as to those who 
were gone, and he said that their 
atriotism was reflected in their 
escendants, who had gone forth to 
battle for their country and were 
ready to lay down even their life 
in its defense. 

Unveltled, 

The tablet was unveiled by little 
Virginia Quinan and Godfrey Hyrne. 
Virginia Quinan is a cousin of 
John A. Hutton, onerof those who 
made the supreme sacrifice, and 
Godfrey Hyrne is a great grandson 
of the late Major George W. La- 
mrar, Confederate veteran, and the 
son of Captai nHyrne, a world war 
veteran. 

The music was a feature of the 
exercises. The “Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner” was played by Mrs. Justin 
Lowe Jackson at the opening of the 
program, and “America” was sung 
at the close by all assembled. Mrs 
Marmaduke Floyd and Miss Minnte 
Bages sang charmingly two appro- 
priate solos and led the singing of 
“America.” As the assembled 
guests passed in front of the tab- 
let to view it, Mrs. Jackson played 
“Dixie.”

“Moreover, the federation has had 
for years certain departments of 
work,’ each guided by a national 
chairman who is an .expert in her 
particular line, and these depart- 
ments are parallel by similar com- 
mittees in each state. The depart- 
ments are: Civics, civil service re- 
form, conservation, education, nome 
economics, industrial and social 
conditions, tegislation and the three 
cultural groups, art, literature and 
music. It will be seen that each of 
these topics has its direct relation 
to the question of Americanization., 
During the past year the eleven 
chairmen have agreed to concen- 
trate upon this most vital subject. 
Resolutions Adopted by Convention. 

“Whereas, the unification of all 
races in America, according to the 
ideal of democracy, is a paramount 
issue of toOday, therefore, 

“Be it resolved, That the General 
Federation of Women’s clubs recom- 
mends ‘the furtherance of laws 
which embody the following gQrin- 
ciples, as recommended by the 
Americanization committee. 

“1. Compulsory education which 
shalt tnclude adequate training in 
American ideals, history and gov- 
ernment, In every state, for all 
children between the ages of 6 
and 16. 

“2. Laws itn every state making 
it incumbent on school] officials to 
Supply instruction in English and 
citizenship to the adult foreigne- 
born in need of such instruction.

Duncan Green Campbell was the 
author of and introduced the first 
bili in the history of Georgia hav- 
ing for its purpose the promotion 
of the educatton of the women of 
the state of Georgia. 

In 1828 Campbell was nominated | 
for governor of Georgia, but died 
in July before the election. His 
memory is honored in the name of 
one of the counties in Georgia. 

*In 1853 President Pierce appoint- 
ed JoNtn A. Campbell, the son, jus- 
tice of the supreme court of the 
United States, but he followed his 
state in 1861. 

Toward the close of the war he 
was one of the three confederate 
commissioners sent to the Hamp- 
ton Roads conference to meet Lin- 
coln and Seward.

Previous to 1905 I had won my 
spurs in diversified classical and ro- 
mantic roles, including those of 
Shakespeare. The honor had fallen 
to my lot to play “leads” ages 
such famous actresses as Julia Ar- 
thur, Mme. Rhea and Mme. Mod- 
jeska, as well as creating such roles 
as Messala in “Ben-Hur” and Cash 
Hawkins in “The Squaw Man.” In 
the latter play, produced for the 
first time at Wallack’s theater, New 
York city, in 1905, I had the good 
fortune of being able to give the 
American public-a typical western 
character. My success in

Formed Partnership 


Few stage partnerships, if any 
at all, have been as successful as 
that of James McIntyre and Thom- 
as Heath, the blackface comedians 
who are now gtarring in their 
latest extravaganza, “Hello Alex- 
ander,” which the, Messrs. Shubert 
will present at the Atlanta theater 
throughout the coming week. For 
a period of over forty-six years 
they have played together in every 
part of the world, While other min- 
strels have come and gone, McIn- 
tyre and Heath, it seems, have re- 
mained only to achieve more and 
more fame and popularity. The 
story of their accidental meeting 
in San Antonio, Texas, in 1874, is 
as interesting as the picturesque 
life they have led together. 

Heath, who furnishes the vein of 
optimism in contrast to McIntyre’s 
funny pessimism is a product of 
Philadelphia, born there on Au- 
gust 11, 1853. His first appearance 
Was at the Theatorium, in New 
York, during the year of 1867.

With’ the re- 
sult that before the year of 1872 
came to a close Heath formed a 
partnership with George Howard. 
Together they toured the country, 
doing a blackface song and dance 
act, until, in 1874, Heath encounter- 
ed the individual who was destined 
to become his future partner.

A review of'\"The Four Horsemen 
of the Apocalypse” is not included 
in the assignment of which these 
words are a part. Yet eulogy of 
the production, certainly deserving, 
may not be out of place before it 
officially receives critical attention 
in the regular department for re- 
views, following its public presen- 
tation on Broadway, which begins 
early tn March. 

“The Four Horsemen of the Apo- 
calypse,” as presented at the Ritz- 
Carlton, comes into the class of the 
few immortal pictures that have 
been produced. It has the dramatic

Europe Accepted Him as | 


Prophet and Savior, and 
His Ideas Were All In- 
cluded in League.

February 26.—Roland W. 
American delegate to the 
reparations commission, has taken 
leave of his colleagues, who have 
joined in expressi regret for his 
departure and sallicaition of his 
services. 

Boyden sat for several] months on 
the commission not, as some jour- 
nals have said, in the capacity of 
a simple observer, but as an active 
and assiduous collaborator. The 
United States, not having ratified 
the treaty, took care to declare that 
their representative could have only 
a semi-official character. ee in all 
the deliberations and decisions, Boy- 
den exercised a real influence by 
virtue of the clearness of his judg- 
ment and the keenness of his mind. 

At the sitting in’ which Deputy 
DuBois, ptfesident of the commis- 
sion, expressed to the American 
delegate the hope that he would 
soon return to Paris with a perma- 
nent and official standing, there 
were pronounced some words which 
merit reprinting. 


HAVE TORN AWAY 
PART OF TREATY. 


“Under the conditions which have 
existed up to the present time,” 
said Boydén, “my government could 
hot co-operate with the ailied pow- 


ers at Brusseis or eisewnere in the 
elaboration of plans which seemed 
to make for a modification of the 
treaty.” 

In this prudently disguised form, 
the phrase is significant. To the 
United States, which regards Eu- 
rope from a distance and which 
considers itself in the light of an 
impartial and disinterested judge, 
the programs establisled by the al- 
lies at the last conferences “seem 
to make for a modification of the 
treaty.” 

The allies have never pretended 
anything else. But in spite of re- 
iterated protestations, every time 
they have touched the treaty they 
have torn a little bit away from it. 

As DuBois said to Boyden, “In 
spite of everything that is charged 
against us, you are a witness that 
our work has been valuable in that 
we have been able to accomplish 
the task in complete liberty and in- 
dependence, without interference.” 

Is it possible to indicate more 
clearly that the reparations com- 
mission has been held in check by 
the weVernments, and placed in the 
position of being unable to fulfill 
completely the functions which were 
assigned to it by the treaty?” 

DuBois has seen almost every- 
thing that has been going on for 
the last year. He knows how the 
commission has been hampered, lit-

tle by little, how its findings have 


been set aside “at these reunions of 
allied experts, and how the govern- 
ments themselves have been sub- 
jected to change of policy and 
change of personnel. 

In view .of this, is it to be won- 
dered at that the commission failed 
to complete the task set for it? 


DEPARTURE NOT | 
TO BE IGNORED. 


The departure of Boyden is not 
an event £6 be ignored. It is a 
grave and symbolic incident. It ts 
America who is retiring from the 
commission, awaiting a new order 
of, European affairs before the ad- 
ministration of the United States 
passes into new hands. 

Harding comes to office to find 
a treaty ‘unratified, a peace unpro- 
claimed, and without a single en- 
gagement taken toward Europe by 
America. He will be the entire mas- 
ter of his future decisions. 

Two years have passed since Wil- 
sOn appeared at his Paris office to 
direct the opinion of the world. The 
people accepted him as a prophet. 
France acclaimed Rim as the savior. 
The oldest and youngest states of 
Europe waited for him to pronounce 
their future destiny. 

Without losing his equilibrium, 
however, Wilson pursued with calm 
persistence the path he had mapped 
out, and in the creation of the 
treaty he succeeded in having his es- 
sential ideas adopted. He was not 
always in accord with the interests 
of France. He had some concep- 
tions regarding our country whith 
were certainly “pre-conceived and 
which he had not’the time to modify 
by actual contact with realities. He 
failed to understand that to exact 
only smal] territorial pledges from 
Germany was to place the allies at 
the mercy of the ill-will of the 
debtor. On the other hand, he was 
insistant upon the dis@rmament of 
Germany. And when he signed this 
promise of military assistance to 
France—now unfortunately held up 
in the American senate—he obeyed 
not only his desire to found a last- 
ing peace, but his rea] sympathy for 
our nation, 


TWO’ COUNTENANCES 
NOT SIMILAR. 


I regret that it should happen to 
be anarcharsis Cloots, a man of Ger- 
man origin—and somewhat mad, 
too—who once gave France this ’ex- 
cellent advice: ‘France, do not trust 
individuals!” We ought to repeat 
this lesson ceaselessly. 

Of President Wilson, however, 
there remains the great memory, 
and it would be the height of in- 
justice to try to efface it. But we 
would have been foolish if, after 
the elections of 1918, when the dem- 
ocratic party had lost a majority 
in the senate,and house of repre- 
sentatives, we had continued to see 
in Wilson the sole incarnation of 
the spirit of America, or if we had 
imagined that he had the right or 
the power to impose his will on the 
new senate. On that day we found 
ourselves not in the presence cf a 
man, but in the presence of Amer- 
ica. And the countenance of Amer- 
ica bore not the slightest ,.resem- 
blance to the countenance of Wil- 
son, 

What will happen after March 4? 
Up to the present time Harding has 
been occupied with innumerable 
political questions which solicited 
his immediate attention. Hejhas had 
to form his cabinet. He “held at 
Marion a long series of conferences 
with numberless visitors, on eco- 
nomic, financial, naval, military and 
other pressing question&. He has 
been somewhat disillusioned, and 
we hear him complaining at finding 
some of his oldest friends “strange- 
ly distant,” and at meeting along 
the road some intrigue and lying.

CRISP FOR LEADER. 

As the sixty-sixth congress 
passes into history, the democratic 
minority in the house of represen- 
tatives at Washington finds itself 
without a leader. 

Champ Clark, the venerable 
democratic war-horse of Missouri, 
retires involuntarily from  con- 
congress. In the political up- 
heaval of last November the for- 
mer speaker and present floor 
leader was caught in the avalanche 
and went down in defeat. For the 
next two years, certainly, this dis- 
tinguished veteran of his party, 
who has served twenty-six years, 
a period of eight years of which 
was in the chair, will not be on 
the floor to lead—a service which 
he has performed until this time 
with great distinction and force. 
Claude Kitchin, of Nogth Caro- 
lina, who served ag. democratic 
floor leader during the mcumben- 
cy of Champ Clark as speaker, is 
an ill man. While he returns to 
the sixty-seventh congress, it is 
assumed that his physical condi- 
tion will not permit him to engage 
actively in the leadership of a mi- 
nority that must necessarily make 
itsélf as potential as possible in 
defining the well known tenets of 
the “faith of our fathers,” in the 
face of overwhelming partisan op- 
position. 

Finis J. Garrett, of Tennessee, is 
one of the able men on the demo- 
ocratic side. He has served con- 
tinuously since 1905, and is sound 
in his democracy, a good. debater, 
and a quick parliamentarian. He 
has been recently appointed fed- 
eral judge of the western district 
of Tennessee, and, while his con- 
firmation will probably be held up 
by the present senate, in view of 
this appointment, and the fight 
that will necessarily follow early 
in the next session over federal 
judges appointed by Mr. Wilson 
and not confirmed, it is not prob- 
able that Mr. Garrett will desire to 
be seriously considered for floor 
leader. Aside from this fact, the 
Tennessee representative is not a 
member of the ways and means 
committee, which is essential _ to 
floor leadership. 

Henry T. Rainey, of Illinois, and 
Cordell Hull, of Tennessee, who 
are democratic members of the 
ways and means committee, rank- 
ing in their order next to Claude 
Kitchin, were both caught in the 
republican iandslide last fall. 

The question arises, . therefore, 
who is the most available man on 
the democratic side for minority |.

GEORGIA TO. THE FRONT. 
How rapidly Géorgia.is forging 
to the front as a producer of the 
necessities of life and of rural 
wealth generally is shown by 
statistics compiled by John S. 
Dennee, agricultural statistician 
for the Georgia Co-Operating Crop 
Reporting service, which we pre- 
sent in another column of this 
page. 

In 1920, according to this report, 


was in cultivation in Georgia, and 
produced crops the monetary 
value of which is estimated to be 
$325,290,000. 

The most gratifying feature of 
the report consists in the fact that 
praetically two-thirds of Georgia’s 
last year’s crop, in point of dollars 
and cents valuation, consisted in 
products other than cotton—live- 
stock and food and feed crops— 
and still this state ranked third 
in cotton production, being sur- 
passed only by Texas and South 
Carolina. 

That Georgia is essentially an 
agricultural state is attested by 
the fact that more than 2,000,000, 
or about 70 per cent, of her in- 
habitants in 1920 lived on farms. 
That only goes to indicate, with- 
out anywhere near approaching, 
the extent of Georgia’s possibili-. 
ties as a rural state; for it is also 
a fact that considerably less than 
one-half of its land suitable for 
farming is under cultivation. 
And, encouraging and gratifying 
as Georgia’s showing for 1920 mey 
be—a showing of a crop-producing 
acreage of “about an eighth of ail 
the land under crops in the eleven 
southern states,” according to Mr. 
Dennee — Georgia will never be 
able to measure up to the extent 
of her capabilities so long as ap- 


proximately two-thirds of her till- 


ible acreage is permitted to lie 
idle and dormant. 

Good as her record has been, 
there is still vast room for im- 
provement.

OUR HUMAN WASTAGE. 

During 1920, according to the 
records of the city registrar, of the 
total of 3,509 deaths that occurred 


in Atlanta, eight per cent, or 293, 


were due to violence in one form 
or another, and, hence, were whol- 
ly avoidable, 

This is an awful price to pay 
violence—a ghastly toll of human 
life to human inefficiency. 

Of the 29% violent deaths, fifteen 
were cases of self-destruction; 
‘twenty-eight were due to railroad 
accidents; forty-one were “auto- 
mobile killings,” and eighty-six 
were homicides! 

What a reminder of our care- 
lessness Of human life! 

Think ot the misery, the. heart- 
aches, the shipwrecked hopes; of 
the wasted energy and of the 
mothers’ tears, that are repre- 
pone in that ghastly total of 239 
deaths by violence—deaths that 
were unnatural, untimely, avoida- 
ble! 

Taking tne country as a whole, 
&@ recently-completed _ statistical 
survey by the Red Cross soctety 
shows that at the present rate 20,- 
000 children alone, under fourteen, 
are killea by accident in the 
United States every year! 

What appalling slaughter of the 
innocents! 

Every one of those 20, 000 inno- 
cent victims ot somebody’s care-“ 
lessness represents a loss that no- 
body can even begin to compre- 
hend—nobody, unless, possibly, it 
be one who has experienced the 
grief that fills the heart of a 
mother whose child has been un- 
expectedly brought home dead! 

Every one of those 20,000 human 
sacrifices to speed, to greed in 
Some form, or to somebody’s lack 
of appreciation of the value of hu- 
man life, 1s a potential builder, a 
potential ieader in worthy en- 
deavor, a potential worker in com- 
merce, in art, in industry, in the 
pursuits that make the world bet- 
ter, brighter and happier. 

If permitted to live, every one of 
them, pernaps, would grow into 
useful manhood or ee ae 
into valuabie citizenship. 

But, unless the future in this} 7 
respect is an improvement over 
the past, those 20,000 little ones 
are not going to be permitted to 
live—they are going to be slaught- 
ered, by accident! 

Their parents will be saddened 
and heart-broken by their loss; the 
whole country will share the bur- 
den imposed by their death. 

Surely, it is time for the people, 
in Atlanta and everywhere else in 
the country, to do something in 
the diregfion~ of curtailing the 
astounding annual wastage of 
precious life.

A Fire Alarm.

How quickly am alarm of. fire 
will call together a crowd. It Is 
trye that the first impulse is that 
a 


stinct. A cry goes up that there 
is a human being in the burning 
building. Instantly there are vol- 
unteers for the rescue. Every com- 
munity has its storv of such an ex- 


Perience.. It is told how the great 
crowd seems petrified in sympathet- 
ic horror as it waits in breathless 
anxiety for the return of the res- 
cuers. Then the wnpent shout of 
gladness if the intperilled one is 
saved. 


And who can ever estimate the 
psychic strength imparted by such 
a crowd, as with concentrated spir- 


itual sympathy they seem to lift 
the hero of the moment to his peril- 
ous task. Such is the natural re- 
action of a normal gathering of 
people when fronted by a spectacle 
of a human being in danger of such 
a horrible death. 


An Abnormal Audience. 

But the other day in a Georgia 
county three thousand people gath- 
ered to witness a fire. This fire 


had been carefully builded around 
the body ef a living human being. 
The most authentic accounts tell 
of the effort of the victim to 
strangle himself in order to put an 
end to the torture, but his arms 
were tied -to his side. When the 
flames leaped so high as to threat- 
en the life too quickly, ready hands 
scattered the fagots. Finally by 
a superhuman effort he tore him- 
self loose and plunging headfore- 
most into the flames, ended his in- 
describable agony. 

Three thousand human beings 
stood around and watched one hu- 
man being slowly burned to ashes, 


and not one effort was made to 
save him. No! not even one protest 
was uttered. But ere the glowing 
embers had faded dnto blackness, 
there was a ghoulish scramble for 
the unburnt pieces of the body. 
Souvenirs! As if mortal memory 
could ever efface that picture. 


This expression of human nature 
flaunting itself in the very shadow 
of the oldest state university in 


America, is so supremely abnor- 
mal in its revolting details as to 
raise the question whether «there is 
not some deadly disease eating at 
the heart of our civilization to pro- 
duce such a symptom.

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Georgia s Agricultural Production 
For 1920 Valued at $325,290, 000; 


That Georglia’s farmers performed 
their full duty last year in the mat- 
ter of contributing their share to 
the world’s supply of food and ‘rai- 
ment is interestingly told in a story 
given out by John §S. Dennee, agri- 

cultural statistician for the Georgia 
Co-operative Crop Reporting service, 
a combination of the forces of the 
United States Bureau of Crop Es- 
timates and the statistical division 


of the Georgia Department of Agri- 


culture. 

According to the statistician Géor- 
gia’s cultivated area in 1920 was 
12,439,000 acres—about an eighth of 


all the land under crops in the 
eleven southern’ states., She has 
slightly less than half the area un- 
der cultivation in Texas and one- 
fourth more acreage than her near- 
est southern competitor, Alabama. 
In planting acreage she held 
eleventh place in the entire country. 

The farm value of her crops is 
estimated at $32%290,000, and in 
crop Value she ranked twelfth 
amongst the forty-etght states. In 
the pre-war year 1913, Georgia’s 
crop were valued at $279,171,000; and 
at that time cotton, her major crop, 
was selling for almost exactly what 
it is selling for today. Georgia ex- 
celled all other southern states, ex- 
cepting Texas and North Carolina, in 
the value of her crops last year. 
Texas led the country. North Caro- 
lina had slightly better than half of 
Georgia’s planted acreage but in- 


cluded 682,000 acres of tobacco which 


yielded the producers $167 per acre, 
against Georgia’s cotton, which re- 
turned an average of only $20.66 per 
acre. 

In 1920, Georgia produced 76,- 
500.000 bushels of corn, 2,110,000 
bushels of wheat; 11,550,000 bushels 
1,628,000 bushels.of Irish 
potatoes; 13,764,000 bushels of sweet 
potatoes. in which ecrop she held 
second place; 290,000 bushels of rye; 
16,020,000 pounds of tobacco# 771,000 
tans of hay; 7,616,000 bushels of pea- 
nuts, nearly a fifth of the country’s 

crop; 990,000 bushels of cowpeas: 
9,697,000 gallons of cane syrup, ex- 


ceeded only by Alabama; and 1,410,- 
000 gallons of sorghum syrup. 
In cotton production Georgia rank- 


ed third. She was exceeded by Texas 
and South Carolina. Her crop last 
year reached only 1,400,000 bales. 
And !t had.an estimated farm value 
(lint and seed) of $127,900.000, say 
two-fifths of the aggregate value 
of all crops produced in Georgia 
that year. 

The peach crop had a bad year. 
Weather conditions from the very 
outset were most adverse. And the 
season was from one to two weeks 
late. But Georgia shipped, notwith- 
standing, nearly 7000 carloads, over 
1600 of which went to New York. 
Georgia’s peach orchards cover, at 
a conservatiove estimate, 140,000 
acres and number over 18, 000,000 
trees. At afair valuation these 
orchards are worth over $40,000.000. 
California alone exceeded Georgia in 
quantity, but not in quality, of 
peaches produced. 

Pecan production was short, only 


1,993,000 pounds. Apples produced 
amounted to 1,765,000 bushels. Pears, 
148,000 bushels. 

In watermelon production Georgia 


led the entire country with .40,333 
acres. Florida, her nearest competi- 
tor, had 12,000 acres less. 

Georgia’s peaches, watermelons 


and pecans are justly celebrated 
and enjoy a great sale in the north- 
ern and eastern citis. 

There are 319737 farms in Georgia, 


averaging.93 acres to the farm. Last 
year, roughly estimated, tnese farms 
produced 23,978,628 dozens eggs. 
Over 2,000,000 people live on farms 
in Georgia, say 70 per cent of her 
population. She has 4,933,000 farm 
animals, valued at  -141.000,000. 
Livestock forms an unimportant part 
of Georgia’s wealth. In the produc- 
tion of hogs she holds sixth place in 
the entire United States. She excels 
all other southern states, having 
3,102, "000 hogs on farms, valued at 
-35, 673.000 at the close of last year. 
A comparison of aggregate livestock 
values places Georgia sixteenth in 
the whole United States in the value 
of her farm animals.

Seitz, of Shanghai. Mr. Seitz is an 
American who has been engaged in 
business in China for the past twen- 
ty-six years. He controls vast ship- 
ping and lumber corporations and 
is one of the most representative 
business men in the Orient. 

He is a world traveler, having 
twice crossed Borneo, voyaged to 
the far away patches of the South 
Sea Islands on the outer rim of the 
world. At sea and on land, under 
the blaze of the southern cross, or 
amid the fogs of London, Seitz is 
pre 3 at home. 

It is quite surprising the number 
of Americans who are making good 
in Shanghai The majority have 
been selected by Mr. Seitz, who is 
devoting most of his time in de- 
veloping American trade with China. 
He. believes in American enterprise 
and has faith in his countrymen. 

American enterprises have suffer- 
ed in China recently because they 
have not been placed on an equal 
footing with their competitors. Brit- 
ish business predominates in China, 
being operated under the British 
Hongkong company. ordinances 
which aere been extended to cover 
operath of.

But the 
terms of treaty of Sevres recog- 
nized Greek claims to northern 
Epirus, to the Dodecanesus and to 
Smyrna. In reality they revived the 
Bysantine tradition and seemed to

Arabian and Armenian lands, the 
former divided between the Brit- 
ish and the French, the latter mark- 
ed out as an independent state orig- 
inally with the notien that the 
United States would become the 
mandatory power for that unhappy 
and remote region in which no Eu- 
ropean state cared to undertake a 
colonial role. Italy, for her share, 
was to have a sphere of interest 
extending from the Gulf of Samos 
round to the Gulf, of Alexandretta. 
France was to have all of Syria 
with a deep hintérland extending 
to the Euphrates, Britain was to 
hold Mesopotamia and Palestine. 


Such a partition, if carried into 
effect, would leave the Turk little 
beyond the interior plateau of Ana- 


tolia, with all the outlets upon the 
seas held by Greek, British, French 
and Italian colonies. His sultan, 
still occupying his palace at the 
Golden Horn would be a prisoner, 
his ancient empire no more than a 
hopeless fragment. This was, in 
effect, a sentence @f death and was 
framed to put an end to Turkish 
misrule alike in Europe and in 
Asia, wherever he dominated sub- 
ject races. It was the “bag and 
baggage” policy of the Gladstone 
era. 

But no sooner was the ink dry 
on the parchment of the treaty of 
Sevres than there began a series of 
developments which made the docu- 
ment seem undesirable to the ma- 
jority of the great powers, in whose 
interests it had been drafted. In 
the first place Venizelos fell and 
King Constantine returned to pow- 
er. Thus the real beneficiary of 
the generosity of the allies was no 
longer the great Cretan statesman, 
who had deserved well of the én- 
tente and of Greece, alike, but in- 
stead the brother-in-law of the 
kaiser, always the enemy of the 
foes of Germany. 

More than this, the return of 
Constantine represented the desire 
of the Greek people to escape from 


the duties of empire, whic’ Veni- 
zelOs had placed upon th: But 
these duties of empire were cise- 
ly the payment the great »sowers 
had exacted from Venizelos for the 
gifts bestowed upon Greece. To put 
the thing bluntly, not one of the 
allied nations could or would pro- 
vide armies for disposin of the 
Turk. This was the mission of 
the Greek and a large Greek army 
was operating in Asia Minor at the 
moment Venizelos fell. 


U. S. Refuses 
Mandate. 


Without the 
whole treaty of Sevres was no more 
than words, unless Great Britain’ 
France and Italy were prepared to 
furnish armies tp coerce the Turk, 
to occupy Anatolia and Armenia. 
And occupation had become neces- 
sary_for while the treaty was tak- 
ing form Kemal Pasha had revolted 
against the Constantinople govern- 
ment, cast aside his allegiance to 
a pr who was the prisoner of 
the allies. and began a campaign 
to drive the Greek and the French 
invader out of Anatolia and north- 
ern Syria. 


Nor was the situatton improved 
by the fact that the United States 
had finally declined to accept the 


mandate for Armenia and across 
this unhappy region the bolshevist 
was striking hand with the Osmanli 
Turk. The hope of separating the 
Turk from the Russian had thus 
expired and instead an alliance and 
a common assault upon all allied

influence in the Near East. And 
finally with Constantine France has 
@ grievance going back to the day 
when her sailors were murdered at 
his direction in the streets of 
Athens. 

Italy Would 

Produce Claims. 

Italy is equally eager 'to reduce 
Greek claims that her own position 
in the Near East may be strength- 
ened. She still occupies the Dode- 
canesus, the Albanians, on her ad- 
vice, have not yet retired from 
northern Epirus. Moreover French 
and Italian journals are also sug- 
gesting that Greek title to Thrace 
and the shore of the Aegean, which 
helonged to Bulgaria before the last 
war, be attacked and Bulgaria per- 
mitted to occupy all of this region. 
which was briefly held by them fol- 
lowing the victory of Lule Burgas 
and preceding the beginning of the 
second Balkan war. ‘This amend- 
ment of the treaty of Sevres would 
fall in with the American conten- 
tion in Paris, for our representa- 
tives steadily opposed the denial] to 
Bulgaria of a window upon the 
Aegean. This amounts to an indi- 
eration that’ the French and the 
Italians prefer henceforth to “play 
with” the Bulgarians rather than 
the Greeks, 

Such an amendment as !s pro- 
posed by the French and uregd by 
the Italians would deprive the 
Greeks of all their foothold ypon 
the mainland of Asia Minor, in¢clud- 
ing the great city of Smyrna, It 
would return to the Turk all his 
Anatolian lands, leaving only the 
Aegean islands to Greece and to 
Italy. It would parm him to re- 
gain something of a position in Con- 
stnatmople. It would leave him 


the old Russian frontier, where the 
Turk now touches to Russian. 

By contrast it would require of 
the Turk the final consent to the 
occupation by France of Syria and 
by Britain of Mesopotamia and of 
Palestine. In a word, it would de- 
prive him of ‘his Arabian lands, but 
leave him in possession of his Ana- 
tolian and Armenian estates. Such 
concessions would, the French hope 
and believe, lead Kemal Pasha to 
make peace with them on the Sy- 
rian frontier. It would eliminate 
the Greek and it would leave the 
way open to later redivision of the 
Turk’s estates, if that should seem 
desirable. 

After all, we have here the old 
story. The Turk has hung on for 
centuries because his heirs or neigh- 
bors could not agree as to their 
respective shares. The French now 
goaire to protect the integrity of 
Turkey, as the British protected it 
through most of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, because they oppose Boitish 
domination of ‘the Straits, av the 
British, in their turn, opposed Rus- 
sian control. The treaty of Sevres 
makes Britain the dominant power 
in the Near East. British policy 
has cleverly seized upon Greece as 
an ally and agent. Venizelos, quite 
as cleverly, has played up to this 
British game, thereby gaining an 
empire for his country. 

Venizelos gone, Britain has con- 
tinued to look upon Greece as a 
possible ally and agent and has de- 


clined to join France in forbidding 
the throne to Constantine. 


Constantine in Asia and Bulgari 
against Greece in Thrace, just as 
Britain backed Turkey against Rus- 
sia in the nineteenth centtirry. And 
Italy, for slightly different reasons, 
supports the anti-Greek policy. 

The French and the Italians are

It is not inconceiv- 
able that the British, themselves 
will be led to throw over Constan- 
tine for Kemal, but it is not certain 
that Kemal, once in the saddle, will 
look kindly upon French possession 
of Syria, which cuts the Turk off 
from ali the Holy cities of his re- 
ligion. Particularly if the British 
retire from Mosul and Bagdad, 
French possession in Syria will be 
imperiled. And already French 
taxpayers are beginning to grumble 
at the costs of an army of nearly 
100,000 men, mostly African native 
troops to be sure,, maintained in 
this Syrian adventure. 

The truth would seem to be that 
there is every present prospect that 
the jealousies between the great 
powers may once more result in 
the return of the Turk to most of 
the regions which were taken from 
him during the world war. His hold 
upon the Straits is probably broken 
for all time, since allied fleets are 
likely to remain in the sea of Mar- 
mora and at the Golden Horn hence- 
forth. It may well be that he will 
not be permitted to reoccupy Thrace 
or put more than a nominal garri- 
son in Constantinople. A real re- 
turn to Europe is entirely improb- 
able. But in Asia, in Mesopotamia 
as well as Syria, he may be able 
to reassert his claims, despite Brit- 
-_ and French mandates and ar- 
mies. '

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Workmen’s Compensation From the 
Workmen’s Viewpoint _

The specific illustration of the 
mistake that can be made by the 


wage earner in declining to come 
under the compensation act, to 
which I referred in my first article, 
is this: 
| John Smith with a wife and five 
children dependent on him for their 
Maintenance, works every day at 
his trade as a wood turner, for a 
firm employing fifty or sixty men 
The workmen’s compensation law 
has become effective, and is dis- 
cussed among the men during their 
dinner hour and their leisure time. 
Some of the men declare that it de- 
prives a man of bringing suit against 
the employer, and they will not sub- 
scribe to such a law. John Smith 
is among those who notify the in- 
dustrial commission of their deci- 
sion to decline the act. The time 
Passes without any accidents in the 
shop and John Smith believes he 
has taken the proper course and is 
supporting a principle. But machin- 
ery is treacherous and one day 
Smith loses three fingers from his 
right hand. His accident necessi- 
tates much medical attention and 
an enforced idleness. While he is 
thus idle, and no wages are coming 
in, his mind turns to a recomense 
from his employer, and, having de- 
clined the workmen's compensation 
act, his only course is a suit at 
law. He employs a lawyer and 
proceeds to bring suit against the 
employer for damage. In defense 
of the suit at law the employer uses 
the common law defense, as is his 


dl 


relieved of much debt, much anx- 
lety as to the outcome of his suit 
against the employer, and the suf- 


| ferings of his family would have 


been alleviated greatly. He would 
have had a weekly payment of a 
stipulated sum, not to exceed fifty 
per cent of his average earnings, 
and would have had his injuries 
cared for without any cost to him- 
self. It igs therefore to’ the em- 
ploye’s benefit and advantage that 
he acquaint himself with the pro- 
visions of the workmen's compen- 
sation act, and not relinquish any 
of his rights as a wage earner, by 
declining to subscribe to such a 
beneficial law. 

The payment of compensation to 
the wage earner is protected and 
secured by section 66 of the act as 
follows: ‘Be it further enacted that 
every employer who accepts the 
provisions of this act relative to 
the payment of compensation shall 
fully insure and keep fully insured, 
unless otherwise ordered or per- 
mitted by the commission, his la- 
bility thereunder in some corpora- 
tion, association or organization, 
licensed as provided by law, to tran- 
sact the business of workmen's com- 
pensation Insurance in this state, or 
in some mutual insurance associa- 
tion formed by a group of em- 
ployers so licensed or shall furntsh 
to the commission’ satisfactory 
proof of his financial ability to 
pay direct the compensation in the 
amount and manner and when due 
as provided for in this act.” Should 
an employer already have an agree- 


privilege, when the employe has de- 
clined the provisions of the work- 
men’s compensation act. The court 
finds in the employer’s favor, the 
plaintiff is dismissed from the 
court with a large burden of debt 
to doctors and lawyers, with no 
immediate prospects of relieving 
himself of it through weekly wages. 
His family to whom he owes 4a liv- 
ing is deprived of his wages and 
reduced to severe traits, through 
the lack of knowledge on the part 
of the man to take advantage of 
the workmen’s compensation act, 
under which he would have been 
compensated for the loss of his 
fingers, would have received prop- 
er medical attention, and would not 
now be submitted to mental anguish 
due to his inability to administer 
to the needs of his family. 

Had John Smith not declined the 
provisions of the workmen's com- 
pensation act he would have been

is due to the intoxication of the 
workman, whether or regular ‘lick- 
er or hooch,” the employer is not 
liable. 

This does not, however, mean that 
intoxicated workmen cannot receiv® 
compensation. The mere fact that 
they were intoxicated is not an ab- 
solute bar: the absolute bar to com 


compensation system may be enum- 
erated as follows: | 
1. He is freed from the expenses 
of litigation, not absolutely, but at 
common law. . Litigation under the 
compensation~ system is possible, 
but hardly probable in the general 
run of cases. When it doe’ occur,

An example in point will serve to 
illustrate. I recall very distinctly 
an Iowa case where a workman ap- 
peared on a bridge which the em- 
ployer was building in an intoxicat- 
ed condition. The foreman imme- 
diately ordered him off the bridge 
and told him to go home until he 
sobered up. 

Drunk or Deaftf 

The intoxicated man’ started 
home, going down the center of the 
bridge and upon an improvised rail- 


sue of the General Trade section by 
Bradley & Woertz,- now in their

Germany’s Economic 
Program Indicates 
Substantial Progress 


That Germany is making every 
effort toward rehabilitation ig evi- 
denced by reports received from 
American express offices in Ger- 
many. The gist of some of these 
may be of inttrest in estimating the 
extent of Germany’s economic pro- 
gram. , 

Agricultural production is being 
encouraged as the chief aim of the 
food administration. Distribution of 
foodstuffs is still under govern- 
ment control, and will remain so 
until ample food reserves are estab- 
lished. War organizations, how- 
ever, are being abolished, and ef- 
forts are being made to restore di- 
rect connections between producers’ 
and consumers’ associations. 

The policy with regard to the 
regulation of imports and exports, 
it is hoped, will assist in stabilizing 
the mark—one of the most. impor- 
tant requirements of a sound eco- 
nomic policy. 

The present industrial import and 
export regulations prohibit the im- 
portation of articles de luxe or of 
Similar articles which can be pro- 
duced in Germany. The export of 
manufactured articles is to remain 
under control for the present. 

The entire railway system is be- 
ing treated in a separate budget. 
Tariffs are being reorganized, and 
a general increase of tariffs on the 
new basis is possible, the impor- 
tance of placing railway finances 
on a sound basis having outweighed 
the disadvantages of increasing. the 
tariffs. 

The extension of waterways will 
be undertaken as far as financial 
considerations will allow. As emer- 
gency works of importance, the ca- 
nalization of the Neckar. and the 
development of the Main as far as 
cone and of the Danube be- 
tween atisbon and Passau, have 
already been started. The comple- 
tion of the Mittelland canal for the 
purpose of connecting the eastern 
and western waterways systems is 
regarded as an urgent task of the 
government. 


Genoa Market Dull. 


In Italy, the present exchange 
rate is being held responsible for 
business depression, importation 
having been practically at a stand- 
still for the past two months. Al- 
though stocks of imported mer- 
chandise are practically exhausted, 
Genoa reports little or no evidence 
of orders being placed abroad.

M. E.. Wilson, who for the past 
eleven years has sold Bixby’s shoe 
polish in Indiana, Kentucky and the 
south, has severed his connection 
with that concern and has signed 
up with the Atlanta Oil company, 
to sell Kwakuroyl in the Athens 
and Atlanta territory.

Spe- 
cifically, it can be said that he 
would appear to hope for the early 
ratification by the senate of the 
Colombian treaty and for a compre- 
hensive understanding with Presi- 
dent Obregon and Mexico which will 
inaugurate a new and permanent 
era of friendship and. co-operation 
hetween Mexico and the United 
States.”

POSED 
FOR GOLLEGE PARK 


Citizens. Organizing for 
$50,000 School Improve- 
ment Issue—Women 
Take Prominent Part in 
Work. : 


The question whether College 
Park shall issue $50,000 of school 
bonds. will be decided at an elec- 
tion to be held late in March, the 
actual date not yet peing deter- 
mined. 

As this is the first time the wom- 
en of the city have-Nad a chance to 
exercise their new voting right, and 
as the schools have always had 
their special attention, the bond 
question has already aroused women 
citizens, 

A central committee has been 
started and an organization effect- 
ed with Mrs. Baynard Willingham 
as chairman, and Miss Anne Thorn- 
ton vice chairman; Mrs. Maude Yow 
secretary; and Mrs. E. W. Lawson, 
publicity chairman. 

The committee is only partially 
formed and many other women are 
expected to signify their willing- 
ness to serve on it. This committee 
was formed at the request of the 
men’s committee and will co-oper- 
ate with the latter body. 

Mayor’s Statement. 

Mayor W. W. Bateman, address- 
ing the fr ting of women, told 
them that “when the city of College 
Park took over the schools from Ful- 
ton county in 1917, there were in 
round numbers, 375 white children 
enrolled and 100 negroes. For these 
children there were 11 white teach- 
ers and three negroes. At that 
time there were only 7 grades in 
the schools. Children who desired 
to secure the advantage of a high 
school attended Fulton High in At- 
lanta,. 

“Today enrollment is 682 whites 
and 193 negroes,” he added. “There 
are 18 white teachers and three ne- 
groes. In the high school there are 
123 pupils. The senior, of fourth 
year class of the high school, is 
‘housed’ 
10 feet. Next year’s senior class is 
two or three times as large as the 
present one and, of course, cannot 
use this little space. 

“The only additional space that 
has been provided is a dwelling just 
across from the Temple Avenue 
school.

Nor is this lost on the medical profession. Picture your own successful 


neighborhood physician. Successful, mind- you. How does he measure up, 
= ote tnargge Is he not prepossessing? Does he not fil] the requisites of 
woman’s “handsome man”? Chances are a thousand to one he does. 
Coincidental? Not a bit of it. One of the most desirable qualifications 
of the medical student is his appearance, according to the head of a great 
eastern medical college. The doctor must always bear in mind the first im- 
pression. Not unlike the pugilist confronting his adversary in the squared 
arena, the doctor must depend much on the way he “weighs in.” Particularly 
is this so with regard to his women patients. They, doctors declare, are much 
more impressionable. Moreover, it is the women who give a physician his 
reputation. They have more visits from him. Particularly, if there are chil- 
dren. And everything he says as well as everything he does is noted. If he 
pleases the woman enthuses over him—even discusses him at bridge. But if 
he doegn’t please—well, that terrible anathema of woman is visited on him, 
the condemnation of silence. It is always hopeful if he is openly criticized 
once in a great while. It shows that she thinks enough of him to talk about 


him, anyway. 


ills. It includes, of course, the psycho.analyis of the patient. Her mind must 
be dissected, if she would have erased the written troubles of the brain. This 
thought-classifying process—it is little else than that—requires utter quiet 
and powerful concentration. There must be no foreign influence to disturb 
the smooth flow of the thought waves between patient and physician. Theirs 
must be the undisturbed intimacy of the mind. 

Because of this, it is declared, no one can be in the presence of the physi- 
cian and the sufferer. They must be wholly alone. Not even a nurse can be 
permitted to remain in the office during treatmer: The “influence” of the 
third person might offer an impediment or shunt : ¢ thought waves of the 
person under treatment. All during the period vu: ,‘transference,” as it is 
known, this segregation of the two from the remainder of the world must con- 
tinue. Sometinies two hours are thus consumed. At the conclusion of the 
treatment the woman feels much better. The release of pent-up worries, 
which the physician has drawn out, sometimes with an mpaniment of tears, 
leaves the woman tired but happy, utterly free from the oppression of the 
thoughts that dispirited her and caused slight physical ills to assume the 
form of grave ones. 

Even the office where this treatment is given is fittingly appointed. Rest- 
fulness is the aim of the physician in furnishing it. Generally there is a huge 
divan, luxuriously draped and pillowed, on which the patient enjoys a feeling 
of utter relaxation. This condition quickly lends elasticity to the taut nerves 
that cause the trouble. Sitting by her side, beginning the treatment, the doc- 
tor takes the patient’s hand in his and talks soothingly and persuasively to 
her, gently urging her te surrender to him every little thing that is worrying 
her. Bit by bit the doctor learns everything on the patient’s mind. Once 
the trouble is found the cure is easy: 

“The border-line cases of mental ill-health respond most quickly to the 
new treatment,” said a physician who has successfully practiced the “love- 
the-doctor” idea. “The surcharged mind of the patient is relieved of repressed 
emotion as she pours forth her intimate thoughts to the doctor. There are 
hundreds of women, nervous wrecks, who are slaves to mental worries which 
would be completely dissipated by the mere telling of them. Sometimes these 
worries are so slight that the patient does not realize they exist. Often tne 
doctor, by clever urging, succeeds in bringing yp a situation—annoying neign- 
bors, for instance—which is at the bottom of all the patient's ills. 

“Somehdw mental surgery, as one might be pardoned for thus terming 
the psycho-analysis method, has a direct physiological effect. Psycho-analysts 
haven't yet explained exactly why, but it is a fact that a marked alleviation of 
mental worriment succeeds the unfolding to a sympathetic person of the cause.”

ihe various families of Bangkok’s 400. 

King Roma’s father died, leaving between seven 
and eight thousand “wives.”

The Ex-Kaiser in Exile

But with all the modern conven- 
iences and with all the care that 
haa been lavished on his new. home, 
I know that there are two things 
which the ex-kaiser will miss when 
he thinks of Amerongen. Like all 
Germans he is deeply sentimental, 
and it was one of his greatest satis- 
factions that the water in the moat 
at Amerongen came from his dearly 
beloved river Rhine. 

And it was an even greater satis- 
faction to nim when he discovered

All day tong the telegraph wires 
leading into that little Dutch village 
sang under the weight of frantic mes- 
sages of good will from all parts of 
Germany. 

The postman literally staggered 
under the immense pouches of mail, 
and every letter—thousands upon 
thousands of them—carried to Wil- 
liam Hohenzollern the hope or the 
wish or the prayer for his restora- 
tion. 

I know trom what I saw and 
from what I heard at Amerongen 
that the circle of loyalists in Ger- 
many is an ever widening one. At 
first there came only a few letters a 
day—some days not even one—but 
as month succeeded month the num- 
ber of the kaiser’s correspondents 
steadily increased, as did also the 
number of mysterious and unex- 
plained visitors who kept finding the 
way to that insignificant corner of 
Holland. Sometimes they came 
singly. Sometimes they came in 
little groups, but always they 
talked to the kaiser alone—alone, 
that is for his most faithful of Bos- 
wells, the indefatigable Captain von 
Iisemann.

Louis XiV., after his stay in 
Amerongen in 1672, ordered the old 
castle to be burned as a reprisal for 
some slight to his dignity. The then 
owner, Count Godard de Reede, was 
an ambassador at Berlin at the time, 
and when tne king of Prussia heard 
of his friend’s loss he sent him 180 
oak trees to help build up the de- 
vastated estate again.

These circumstances 
pleased the exile very much, and he 
often recurred to them,

He never 
failed to greet me with a smile or 
some. friendly remark and his fa- 
vorite joke on sunny days was to 
remark “Real Hohenzollern weath- 
er.

THE MYSTERIOUS 
VISITOR. 


Of course, many mysterious visi- 
tors—at least they were mysterious 
to Count SBentinck’s family and 
friends—came to the castle gates. 

There was one unexpected visitor 
in especiali—but Vefore telling the 
story of how he eluded the guards 
perhaps I should make clear the 
precautions that were taken at 
Amerongen and that are still taken 
at Doorn, to prevent strangers from 
approaching the ex-kaiser. 

At the outer entrance, where the 
walls meet the gates, there is a large 
prick-floored orangery, and this was 
used as a guard-room. Here an au- 
thorized visitor was given a white 
card with nis or her name written 
in full on it (no card beng given 
unless the name had been “pased” 
by Count Godard). Passing up the 
avenue and over the outer moat, the 
visitor yielded the white card at the 
inner gate to the officer in charge 
of the second detachment of sol- 
diers, and received a blue one in ex- 
change. This was the last formality 
before entering the castle. On re- 
turning, the visitom gave up the blue 
card, and was then free to leave the 
grounds. 

All relatives and friends of.the 
family had to go through this form- 
ality every time they visited Amer- 
ongen. This was the only check on 
strangers; and the immediate ‘en- 
tourage soon became sufficiently 
well known not to require a pass. 
Both the gates were securely fast- 
ened every evening, and during the 
dark hours Amerongen held its fug:

“THE PROTOCOLS OF THE 
ELDERS OF ZION” 


Referred to By Lady Bentinck 
in this article 


are a series of plans and instruc- 
tions purporting to be drawn up 
by wise men of Zion. At some 
length they expound the theory 
that it is the purpose of the Jew- 
ish people to overthrow all ex- 
isting governments and to set up 
a despotic world rule in their 
place. This, so the Protocols de- 
clare, is to be accomplished by 
joining forces with the Free Ma- 
sons. : 

These Protocols were said to 
have been given by an unknown 
lady to one Serge Nilus, a subor- 
dinate official in the Russian for- 
eign office under the czar re 
gime. They obtained some pub- 
licity in Russia just before the 
collapse of the empire. And dur- 
ing the past yéar made their ap- 
pearance in England, where they 
were publisched with a commen- 
tary by ‘rhe London Morning 
ePost. 

In this country they were cir- 
culated in’ typewritten form 
among prominent men of ali call- 
ings, and were made the subjects 
of a series of anti-semitic articles 
by Henry Ford in his Dearborn 
Independent, which maintained 
that bolshegism is the: starting 
point of the movement to carry 
out the. plans of the Protocols. 
The Independent cites in proof 
of its contention the fact that 
the leaders of boishevism in 
Russia are Jews. . 

The document is generally re- 
garded as spurious, and as mere

—the arrival. of the mysterious 
stranger—threw Amerongen into a 
panic. 

A man drove through the gates un- 
challenged. He came in a shabby 
old brougham and he had no pass, 
this: fact was discovered when the 
investigation was made by the guard 
stationed in the neighborhood of the 
house itself. So far as was known 
he did not see the ex-kaiser. He 
simply drove in through the gates, 
roamed freely around the castle 
grounds, and departed as silently as 
he had come. The mystery of it all 
lay in how he had contrived to pass 
the guards at the gates. It was 
never explained. Doubtless the 
story grew with the telling. In a 
year or two it will have become a 
legend in the countryside. Who 
he was and why he came and how 
he did it are puzzles sufficient to 
pass into tradition. Anyhow, the 
incident was of a sort to chagrin 
the guards and to put them on their 
mettle. It never happened again, 
and its eftect is still shown by the 
unnecessary vigilance of the guards 
at Doorn, 

The ex-kaiser’s likes and dislikes 
are still as pronounced, and he is 
still as outspoken about them as he 
was in the days at Pottsdam.

type almost unique in the govern- 
ments of post-war Europe. The cir- 
cumstance 1s commented on when, 
as often enough happens, the rela- 
tive advantages of absolute and 
limited monarchies are considered. 
Mr. Lloyd George, of whom he says 
little, he considers more of the type 
that comes to the front in, for in- 
stance, France, 

Mr. Cnhurchill—and this may 
sound strange—is admired for the 
part he played in the Gallipoli ad- 
venture, and also because he is be- 
lieved to be largely responsible for 
the introduction of ths tanks. 

Gallipoli, in fact, is more talked 
of than any other war exploit on 
the British side. The conception 
was “marvelous.” If it had suc- 
ceeded how brilliant would have 
been the results! “Do you know 
how nearly you were through?” Cap- 
tain von lisemann asked me. “You 
were through once, in fact, if you 
had had enough reserves to push 
on.” 

Mr. Churchill came in for a good 
deal of attention when in a speech 
of last July he made allusion to the 
possibility of Germany being al- 
lowed to retain some armed strength 
on the possibility that it might be- 
come a barrier for western Europe 
against Russian bolshevism. All that 
was said tnen and later on the sub- 
ject was eagerly followed, but com- 
ment was on the familiar lHnes of 
“You cannot eat your cake and keep 


any speciaiist in the world. 


it’—if Germany were stripped of an 
army she could not withstand a 
bolshevist armed onset. 

Perhaps ft is not strange that talk 
should seldom turn on the war on 
the sea; the ex-kaiser’s natural 


‘place was in the field, not on the 


wave. What effect the recent dis- 
cussions ot the battle of Jutland 
have had 1 do not know, though [ 
am sure tne controversy is being 
closely followed; but I heard of no 
allusions to naval matters by the 
ex-kaiser while I was at Amerongen. 

A German naval officer related to 
the Bentincks, however, told me 
about the struggle at Kiel just be- 


‘fore the end. No amount of organ- 


ization, he said, could have kept 
the warship crews in hand. They 
were practically never out of port, 
and discipline gradually broke 
down; it was a wonder to him that 
the men “stuck it” so long as they 
did. And it was the Kiel mutiny 
that startea the revolution. 

Air fighting is another neglected 
theme, and I never hear of any 
talk about the raids on London, ex- 
cepting when the ex-kaiser’s adju- 
tant asked me about my experiences 
during them. I told of a hotel. din- 
ner, followed by dancing, I was at 
during the week there were four 
raids oh the town, and described 
how people began to dance whew 
the bombers were at work, and 
how, at moments when the guns 
were noisier, the band played more 
loudly. 

“But how could you?” he asked. 

I told him that from what I had 
seen—that was in the West End— 
people seemed to get accustomed to 
the raids, to become fatalistic.

“THE VITROLIC 
HARDEN.” 


Of all bis enemies in Germany 
the ex-kaiser considers Maximilian 
Harden, the vitriolic writer, to be 
the most persistent and dangerous 
to the Hohenzollern family. Harden 
was one ot Prince Bismarck’s .clos- 
est friends and probably knows 
more of the inner secret history of 
the late empire than anyone in Ger- 
many today. This circumstance is 
highly disconcerting to the kaiser, 
because he never knows when Har- 
den may break forth again and re- 
veal some of the secrets that have 
been locked years in the secret 
hiding places at Potsdam. 

To offset his dread of Harden he 
looks more and more to his admir- 
ers. Day after day letters by the 
hundreds pour into Doorn from 
faithful friends of the Hohenzol- 
lerns. Many of them are in the 
form of round-robins, bearing the 
signatures of hundreds of his for- 
mer citizens. To anyone with more 
of a sense of humor than Wilhelm 
possesses, many of these letters 
would be excruciatingly funny. Pon- 
derous, stiltgd, and reeking with 
mawkish sentimentality, they illus- 
trate in a striking way the charac- 
teristics of their nationality. 

His most faithful and ever-com- 
municative adherent is von Hinden- 
burg. Never have I seen such hand- 
writing. ‘lhe marshal uses enor- 
mous sheets of foolscap for his note- 
paper, and writes as though he were 
drawing a poster. Bach letter is 
about two inches in height, and 
looks as if it were painted with s 
brush than written with a pen. 


HIS SIXTY-SECOND- 
BIRTHDAY. 


On January 27 the ex-kaiser cele- 
brated his sixty-second birthday, and 
upon this day the flood of letters 
rose to its greatest height. So 
persistent and so ardent is this 
hero-worship of hundreds of thou- 
gands of his former subjects that 
it seems to me there is increasing 
evidence tnat the looked-for reac- 
tion in favor of the Hbhenzollerns 
has actually set in. 

His recent birthday, celebrated as 
it was at wis own home at Doorn 
instead of as in the two previous 
years at my uncle’s house at Amer- 
ongen, was a gala event. The house 
was a bower of flowers, and as the 
letters ana telegrams of congratu- 
lation poured in on him, and as 
his friends from all over Holland 
called to pay their respects, it must 
have seemed to the man who will 
be known in history, perhaps, as 


_the last ot the Hohenzollerns, that 


he was once more perched on a 
royal throne on the top of his royal 
world. 

When I was at the wedding of my 
cousin and Captain von Ilsemann at 
Amerongen a few months ago 
{which I described in last week’s 
article), I was much interested in 
talking to a German artillery officer 
who had come to Holland for the 
festivities. He was discussing the 
ex-kaiser’s interest in the various 
branches or science, and assured me 
that Wilhelm knew as much about 
the theory and practice of artillery 
and about its latest developments as
